The recent Vietnam war mora- 
torium has many facets and 
many implications.

Unfortunately, they have been be- 
littled or ridiculed by many who, 
claim that a unilateral cease-fire 
and an immediate withdrawal 
from Vietnam. can bring perma- 
nent ipeace to our nation, and to 
the tyorld. .// 

The. advocates/ of immediate 
withdrawal arc able to give no 
assurance tbal Communist-inspir- 
ed war will not break out in 
-Thailand, or the Philippines, ; or 
elsewhere In'lhe Far East. Nor 
arc, they able to give assurances 
of the safety of the millions of 
South Vietnamese citizens includ- 
ing honorable public officials 
who - have struggled - for-a gener- 
at ion Jo. win their, right, to self-de- 
termination.' Indeed, those who 
supported the Vietnam morator- 
ium have been unable to indicate 
when, if "ever, the American pris- 
oners in North Vietnam will be 
permitted to communicate with 
their loved ones— 'let alone be 
released from, imprisonment. 

The -slogan "Sfbp the ]' War 
NOW" is not unlike early move- 
ments to "End the Bombing. " 
The present and earlier move- 
ments demonstrate that the peo- 
ple of our nation seek peace. 
But, the. only effect on theLViet- 
cong . and the North Vietnamese 
has been to encourage continua- 
tion of the war— with no apparent 
disposition to negotiate a. peaceful 
settlement. ' • .\ . 

Those who take to the sheets 
—seemingly fail to recognize our 
representative system of Govern- 
ment. By marching and some- 
times by shouting they seek to 
impose their will on the elector- 
ate who by their votes ' have re- 
jjojedj^tji^ojifjdence jandjaulhor-^ 
ily in their eicclctl~leadcrs. ,The 
Bight of Petition guaranteed by 
Article I of our Constitution is 
fulfilled by letters, petitions, 
demonstrations, and other forms 
of communication with our Rep- 
resentatives in Government. But, 
in the last analysis, it is the 
elected officials who must gov- 
ern and who musL 'speak for the 
citizens in both domestic and 
international affairs. 

In praising (he rocent'stcps tak- 
en by the President, former Vice 
President Hubert Humphrey de- 
clared significantly "Wc have 
only one President at a time, and 
I think the worst thing that wc 
can do is to, try to undermine the 
efforts of the President." 

In his inaugural address, Presi- 
dent 'Nbton spoke out earnestly 
and eloquently when he added a 
sacred commitment to his Con- 
stitutional Oath of Office in these 
"words: "I shall consecrate my 
office, my energies, and alt the 
wisdom 1 can summon to the 
cause of peace. . * . " • 

The policy subsequently adopt- 
ed by the President includes: 

(a) Victnamization of the War, 

(b) partial withdrawal of troops 
from Vietnam with complete 
withdrawal at the earliest prac- 
ticable date," (c) suspension of 
draft calls for ■ November and 
December,' and <d) de-escalation 
of military activities in Vietnam.

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Bill Would 
Aid Parents . 
Of Students 

Congressman Robert McClory 
(R-Lake BlufO has this week in- 
troduced a bill in the U.S. House' 
of Representatives - which would 
amend the Internal Revenue Code 
to provide tax credits to parents 
of children attending college. , \ 

McClory, who was joined by 
over 40 members of the House in 
introducing the bill, said the mea- 
sure would provide maximum tax 
benefits for lower and middle in- 
come taxpayers for expenses of 
sending children to college and 
other approved institutions of 
higher education. 

The bill sets a maximum of 
$323 annually as a credit against 
the income taxes of eligible tax- 
payers. It -allows the maximum 
credits to those taxpayers, whose 
adjusted gross income is $15,000 
yearly or less. 

The bill permits a . tax credit 
of 100 percent for the first $200 
spent on higher education; 25 
percent of expenses from $200 to 
$500; and five percent of expenses 
from, $500 to $1500. For an eligible, 
family sending one or more chil- 
dren to college and spending more 
than $1500 per year for. tuition 
and fees, the total tax saving 
would be the full $325 each year. 

Credits set by the bill would 
apply to- taxable years beginning 
after December 31, 1970. 

"The measure recognizes the 
importance of "higher education. 
to the nation, encourages use of 
private educational institutions 
instead of continually building 
pressure on state institutions, and 
provides help to those needing it 
most instead of -subsidizing all 
students regardless of need," I^g 
Clory . concluded.'

■When an EMH child reaches 
his junior year, he is eligible to 
attend classes a half day and -to 
work a half day. In this work, 
physical labor is emphasized, al- 
though individual skills may be 
developed.

SEDOL has set up a coopera- 
tive relationship with the Divi- 
sion of Vocational Rehabilitation, 
so that during the freshman year, 
the student is formally involved 
with.DVR. DVB then provides a 
small stipend toward the child's

This increases in the junior 
year, If the child work, to supply- 
ing .transportation.. A prevoca- 
tional' counselor works with the 
child' during the junior year in 
preparing him for work and in 
supporting and obtaining work.

New Medical 
Benefits ^ 
For Veterans 

Two new medical benefits for 
service-disabled war veterans ore 
authorized in legislation approved 
recently by the President, John 
B. Nascr, manager of the Veter- 
ans Administration office in Chi- 
cago, onounccd^tgda. _■ Jj__J_ 

Nascr said that war veterans, 
who-aro-totolly'and-permanontly 
disabled from servicenionnecled 
causes can now receive outpatient 
care at VA hospitals and clinics 
for non-service connected condi- 
tions as well as for their service- 
connected conditions. ' - ■ - 

He explained that- outpatient 
care has, in the past, been avail- 
able only for medical conditions 
that were' service related. 

The new rules, authorized in 
Public Law 91-102. dated Oct. 30, 
19G9, entitle the. war veteran Ja 
service-connected total disability 
status to medical care without 
the need for investigation' as to 
the exact relation of a particular 
condition and the service-connect- 
ed disability, Noser explained. 

Also approved on Oct 30. was 
Public Law 91-101 which removes 
the six-month time limit on pro- 
viding care in private nursing 
homes for veterans who are hos- 
pitalized primarily for. a servico- 
connectcd disability. 

The law does not remove the 
six month limit as it applies to 
nohservice-connectcd cases,' Na- 
scr explained. 

' Care in private nursing homes 
is authorized at VA expense, the 
manager said, only when a vet- 
eran needs continued nursing
